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REPORT. 


^HE  Eeport  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  the  past  year, 
will  not  be  so  full  or  so  complete  in  detail  as  may  he  thought 
by  some  to  be  desirable, hut  any  shortcomings  on  these  points  must 
he  excused,  as  it  was  only  during  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  had  the  opportunity  of  making 
observations  on  the  various  causes  at  work  affecting  the  health 
of  the  people,  and  of  obtaining  the  information  requisite  for 
making  a  full  report. .  At  the  same  time,  he  is  able  to  submit 
for  the  careful  consideration  of  those  who  take  an  interest  in 
Sanitary  work  generally,  statistical  Tables,  showing  the  number 
of  Births  and  Deaths,  the  principal  causes  of  death,  and  the  ages 
at  which  death  took  place  ;  deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  ; 
deaths  from  diseases  of  the  Lungs ;  and  the  Infant  Mortality ; 
so  arranged  that  the  Mortality  in  each  Begistration  District  may 
be  seen  at  a  glance. 

A  list  of  the  streets  in  the  Borough  in  'which  Zymotic  diseases 
occurred — so  far  as  could  be  ascertained — and  statements  of  the 
work  done  by  the  Sanitary  officials,  and  preventative  measures 
taken  with  a  view  of  arresting  the  spread  of  disease,  are  also 
given. 


BIRTHS. 

During  the  year  ending  31st  Decemher,  1873,  the  total  number 
of  Births  registered  within  the  Borough  was  4,613,  and  of 
Deaths,  2,341. 

Of  the  Births,  2,518  were  Males,  and  2,097  were  Eemales, 
making  the  Birth-rate  of  the  Borough  equal  to  44 '8  per  1,000. 
In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Births  of  150  stilLhoru  children 
were  registered  at  the  several  Burial  Boards.  Statistical 
information  respecting  still-horn  children,  is  not  generally 
published  in  reports,  but  it  appears  to  me  only  right  l  liat  some 
notice  should  he  taken  of  these  facts,  particularly  as  legislative 
enactments  are  in  contemplation  in  reference  to  this  question. 
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The  11111111361’  of  Births  in  each  Eegistration  District  in  the 
several  quarters  of  the  year,  will  be  seen  in  the  following 
table  : — 
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It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  largest  number  of  children 
were  born  in  the  first  two  quarters  of  the  year,  and  that  the 
births  of  Male  children  during  the  same  period  exceeded  those  of 
Female  children  by  246  ;  while  in  the  third  quarter  of  the  year 
the  number  of  Births  of  each  sex  was  exactly  the  same  ;  and 
in  the  fourth  quarter  there  were  only  ten  more  Males  than 
Females  born. 

It  is  also  remarkable  that  in  Monkwearmouth  District,  out  of 
1,082  Births  registered,  712  were  Males  and  370  only  Females, 
being  a  proportion  of  2  to  1,  whereas  in  the  other  districts  the 
relative  proportion  of  the  two  sexes  was  pretty  equal. 

DEATHS. 

The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1873,  Avas  2,341,  of  Avhich  1,291 
were  Males,  and  1,050  were  Females. 

Of  the  four  Eegistration  Districts  into  which  the  Borough  is 
divided,  it  will  be  observed  that  the  mortality  was  the  highest 
in  those  of  Sunderland  and  FTortli  Bishopwearmouth.  In  the 
former,  the  population  is  very  dense,  and  it  is  inhabited  by  the 
poorest  of  the  poor,  while  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
Workhouse,  into  Avhich  sick  paupers  are  admitted  from  all  parts 
of  the  Union,  is  situated  in  the  Uorth  Bishopwearmouth 
District.  During  the  past  year,  173  Deaths  took  place  in  the 
Workhouse  Hospital,  which  had  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
mortality  or  Death-rate  of  the  District  from  18 ‘8  to  24 ’9  per 
1,000. 

In  the  Sunderland  and  Bishopwearmouth  Infirmary,  40  Deaths 
occurred  during  the  year,  which  increased  the  Death-rate  of 
South  Bishopwearmouth  District  from  20*6  to  21 ‘9  per  1000. 

The  effect  produced  by  density  of  population  is  shown  by  the 
increased  mortality  in  Sunderland  Parish,  where  the  population  is 
at  the  rate  of  109 ’7  persons  to  each  acre,  as  compared  with  the 
other  Districts,  Avhose  density  of  population  Avas  29-2,  33*4,  and 
36  T  to  each  acre. 

From  the  folloAAfing  table  it  Avill  be  seen  that  the  mortality  Avas 
highest  in  the  first  and  third  quarters  of  the  year — seasons  in 
Avhich  Zymotic  diseases  and  Lung  affections  are  usually 
prevalent.

ZYMOTICS. 

From  the  foregoing  table  it  will  he  observed  that  of  the  2,341 
Deaths,  337  are  accredited  to  Zymotic  diseases,  being  at  the  rate 
of  3-2  per  1,000  of  the  population,  or  14-3  per  cent,  of  the  total 
mortality.

In  all  cases  of  Zymotic  Disease  brought  under  the  notice  of  the 
Sanitary  Officials,  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  patients  were  disinfected 
by  one  of  the  Inspectors,  and  notice  was  served  upon  the  occupiers  to 
cleanse  and  purify  the  same. 

Seven  cases  of  Fever  were  removed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  to  the 
Workhouse  Fever  Hospital. 

A  new  I  ever  Cab  has  been  provided  by  the  Board  of  Guardians,  who 
have  arranged  with  the  Health  Committee  for  it  to  be  kept  in  the 
coach  house  adjoining  tlie  Corporation  Hospital,  so  that  it  can  be 
obtained  at  any  time  by  any  one  requiring  it,  on  application  to  Mr. 
McKay,  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  resides  at  the  Hospital  Lodge.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  mortality  of  Diseases  of  the  Lungs 
was  highest  in  diorth  Bishopwearniouth  District,  and  this  is 
doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  in  that  District  not  only  are  nearly 
all  the  Bottle  and  Glass  Works  situated,  the  workers  in  such 
factories  being  peculiarly  prone  to  Inflaniatory  affections  of  the 
Lungs  and  Air  tubes,  but  the  Workhouse  also  is  in  the  district, 
in  which  Institution  a  number  of  persons  die  annually  from  such 
diseases. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY. 


Of  the  total  2,341  Deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year, 
1,123  were  those  of  children  under  5  years  of  age,  showing  a 
mortality  at  the  rate  of  10 '9  per  1,000. 

This  rate  is  exceptionally  high,  and  on  reference  to  the  table 
following,  it  will  he  noticed  what  a  large  number  of  Deaths  are 
due  to  causes  which  are  to  a  considerable  extent  preventable, 
such  as  Diarrhoea,  Marasmus,  and  Convulsions — diseases  caused 
in  numberless  instances  by  improper  and  unwholesome  food  and 
deficient  Sanitary  arjangements.  It  will  he  observed  that  in 
South  Bishopwearmouth,  where  most  of  the  upper  classes 
reside,  the  Infant  mortality  is  5  per  1,000  less  than  in 
Sunderland,  where  a  dense  mass  of  the  working  and  improvident 
classes  live. 

The  Deaths  from  Scarlatina  and  Measles  during  the  year 
numbered  48,  a  majority  of  the  Deaths  occurring  during  the  last 
quarter  of  the  year.  Scarlatina,  in  a  severe  Epidemic  form,  had 
existed  in  the  neighbouring  towns  of  Newcastle-on-Tyne  and 
South  Shields  for  some  months,  and  it  could  scarcely  be  expected 
that  Sunderland  would  altogether  escape.  Happily,  however, 
the  Deaths  from  this  disease  have  been,  comparatively  speaking, 
few. 

The  spread  of  Scarlatina  and  Measles,  diseases  highly 
infectious  and  contagious,  and  so  fatal  to  children,  would  be  to 
a  great  extent  arrested  if  parents  and  guardians  were  more 
watchful  in  preventing  their  children  from  entering  houses 
wherein  such  diseases  are  known  or  even  suspected  to  exist,  and 
also  in  abstaining  from  entering  them  themselves.  Further, 
these  diseases  are  spread  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the 
imprudence  and  carelessness  of  parents  and  others  sending 
children  to  school  from  infected  houses.  When  Scarlatina  or 
Measles  attacks  any  member  of  a  family,  the  parents  should  take 
care  not  to  allow  any  of  their  children  to  associate  with  those  of 
their  neighbours,  or  to  attend  any  Church,  Chapel,  or  School 
until  the  Medical  man  in  attendance  gives  them  permission  to 
do  so.  It  is  only  by  complete  separation,  attention  to 
cleanliness,  and  the  free  use  of  disinfectants,  that  the  spread  of 
these  and  otlier  Zymotic  Diseases  can  he  arrested.

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COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  Comnion  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Borough,  of  which  there 
are  25,  are  regularly  insjDected  night  and  day  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  Soon  after  his  appointment,  the  Medical  Officer 
made  a  personal  inspection  of  them,  and,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  found  the  whole  of  them  in  good  condition,  and  the 
rooms,  bedding,  &c. ,  extremely  neat  and  clean.  The  ventilation, 
however,  of  many  of  them  was  deficient ;  this,  however,  has  been 
attended  to,  the  owners  of  the  houses  readily  carrying  out  the 
recommendations  made  to  them.  ISTo  deaths  occurred  in  any  of 
these  houses  during  the  year.  One  case  of  illness  was  reported 
during  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  namely,  that  of  a  man 
who  was  ailing  the  night  he  entered  the  house.  He  was 
removed  to  the  Workhouse  Hospital. 

The  number  of  persons  summoned  before  the  Magistrates  for 
infringement  of  the  Lodging  House  Act  was  five,  all  of  whom 
were  convicted. 


THE  CORPORATION  HOSPITALS. 

The  Dunning  Street  Hospital,  which  was  purchased  by  the 
Corporation  some  three  years  ago,  for  the  reception  of  persons 
suffering  from  Infectious  diseases,  has  not  been  used  during  the 
past  year,  such  cases  as  it  was  found  necessarry  to  remove  having- 
been  taken  to  the  Workhouse  Fever  Hospital. 

The  Hospital,  however,  has  been  thoroughly  cleansed  and  put 
in  repair  since  the  Smallpox  Epidemic,  and  Mr.  McKay,  the 
chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  now  lives  in  the  Lodge  adjoining  the 
Hospital,  and  is  responsible  for  its  being  thoroughly  attended  to. 

The  plans  for  the  Cholera  Hospital,  proposed  to  be  erected  at 
the  South  Dock,  have  been  duly  prepared,  and  now  only  await 
the  approval  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  before  the  season  arrives,  when  cases  of  Cholera  or 
Choleraic  Diarrhoea  may  be  expected  to  arrive  by  Shipping,  the 
New  Hospital  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients. 
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
